Mount Etna, the great volcano which has 
excited the wonder of the nations in all 
ages, is again in eruption. Its present 
activity repeats the history of the eighty- 
four eruptions which have occurred within 
historic times. Now, as heretofore, earth- 
quakes have presaged and accompanied the 
outburste of lava. Louc explosions have 
been heard. Fissures have opened in the 
side of the mountain, and lava, issuing from 
them, is flowing down the gentle slope fol- 
lowing the line of least resistance. Passing 
below the region of barren rock and scorim, 
the molten stream is overwhelming the 
vineyards and villages in it route. The lava 
has already invaded the town of Nicolosi, 

-|halfway down the southern slope. This 
is the place where tourists who ascend Etna 
to see ita wonderful crater and to witness 
the magnificent sunrise from its summit 
usually begin their climb. It is probable 
that the present eruption has destroyed the 
favorite path of tourists and buried or car- 
ried away the Casa del Bosco and the Casa 
Inglese, twe huts built on the route where 
the animals used in the ascent are foddered 
and tourists rest a while. 

There are no mountain slopes in the 
world so covered with vineyards, farms, 
and villages asthose of Mount Etna. About 
300,0.0 people live on its sides, They have 
become 

ACCUSTOMED TO THE DANGERS 


that always threaten. The richness of the 
soil, formed of decomposed lava and vege- 
table mold, has made the slopes of Etna one 
of the garden spots of the world; and so 
the people cling to their mountain home, 
though they do not know how soon they 
air be dite away. The brief cable de- 
spatches report that a large area of this 
tillable land has already been overwhelm. 
ed, and that thousands of peop'e have been 
driven from their cottages. 

Mount Etna is on the eastern seaboard 
of Sicily. Ithas been the theme of poets 
and historians, and is often referred to by 
classical writers. Its height is 10,874 feet. 
From its summit at the sea and country 
around can be seen a distance of 150 miles, 
affording one of the most magnificent of 
prospects, The gently flowing lavas which 

ared the mighty mountain covered a large 
area, and the road which runs around the 
lower slopes is eighty-seven miles long. Two 
cities, Catania and Aci Reale, and gs 
three towns or villages are built around the 
base or on the slopes. 

Pictures of Etna show quite a number of 
little elevations on the mountain side. They 
are among the most characteristic features 
of the voleano. These minor cones, once 
the outlets of lava, are scattered all over 
the mountain and number about 600, many 
of them being only insignificant monticules. 

The first eruption within history times is 
believed to have occurred seven centuries 
before Christ. Twelve oo of import- 
ance, some of which created great destruc- 
tion, are recorded as ocenrring before the 
Christian era. One of the most disastrous 
outbursts occurred in 1169 A. D., when 
Catania was destroyed in a few minutes and 
15,000 people were buried beneath the ruins. 
It was the day of the feast of St. Agatha, 
and the cathedral of Catania was crowded 
with people, all of whom were buried by the 
overwhelming stream of lava The victims 
included several Bishops and forty-four 
Benedictine monks. A fairly complete rec- 
ord of the eruptions since the Christian era 
is accessible, One of the most terrible of 
them occurred in March, 1669, when a 
fiesure nearly twelve miles in — opened 
in the side of the mountain a mile from its 
summit. A crater opened at the lower 
terminus of the fissure ejecting red hot 
stones and sending out vast quantities of 
sand and ashes that covered the country for 
a distance of sixty miles, Then the new 
crater began to pour out 


A TORRENT OF LAVA 


which soon presented a front two miles wide 
and slowly rolled down the mountain. It 
speedily destroyed Belpasso, a town of 8,000 
inhabitants. ‘The torrent continued to flow, 
and a few days later destroyed the town of 
Mascalucia, Then the lava, divided into 
three streams, destroying seventeen villages 
as it made its way toward Catania. When 
the lava reached the wall of Catania, which 
had been reared to a height of sixty feet to 

rotect the city from lava flows, it accumu- 

ted inst the obstruction until it rose to 
the wall. Then the fiery cascade poured 
over the wall, destroying a part of the city. 
Another portion of the stream overthrew 
120 feet of the wall and poured through the 
city until it reached the sea, which it enter- 
ed in a stream 600 yards broad and forty 
feet deep. At first the stream had moved at 


the rate of thirteen miles in twenty days, | 


but its progress was less rapid as it lost part 
of its heat, and in the last twenty-three 
days it moved only two miles, As the lava 
river entered the sea the waters began to 
boil violently, and millions of fish were kill- 
ed.

Comparatively few tourists make the as- 
cent of Etna which is laborious, Those who 
do undergo the labor, however, feel amply 
repaid by the glorious view from the top. 
The ascentis only possible in summer, and 
June, July, and September are the months 
best ad\pted for the journey. The tourists, 
starting from Nicolosi, have a journey of 
about thirty miles before them. The gen- 
eral desire is to be at the summit to see the 
suo rise, and the climb is made during 
moonlit nights, The hardest part. of the 
climb is the approach to the great crater, 
where the deep ashes are hard to wade 
through. The weather is always very cold 
near the top, and tourists are sometimes so 
benumbed when they reach the crater that 
the guides cover them with warm ashes for 
awhile. At the summit the travellers find 
themselves on the narrow rim of the crater, 
which is three miles round. The view is 
unspeakably grand as peak after 
catches the light of the rising sun, Etna 
being the one great mountain of Sicily, 
there is nothing to intercept the sight. But 
the most interesting part of the view is the 

reat mountain itself, with its multitude of 
esser cones sprinkled arcund its sides, and 
the zigzag paths of the different lava streams 
plainly revealed through the zones of snow 
and ashes ; then forests, and lastly luxuri- 
ant cultivation, The ice cold usually pre- 
vents a prolonged stay at the summit. 

Catania, the city at the foot of the moun- 
tain has been several times in whole or in part 
rebuilt from the lava that had destroyed it. 
The pavements of its streets and the walls 
of its buildings are all of the material that 
was once ejected from one or another of the 
craters of Mount Etna.

A still more destructive outburst, though 
it was not marked by so great a discharge 
of lava, occurred in 1693, when a violent 
earthquake shook Catania to the ground, 
burying 18,000 inhabitants, Fifty towns 
of Sicily were destroyed, and it is said thas 
at least 60,000 people perished. 

During the eighteenth century quite a 
number of eruptions occurred, some of t 
violence, though most of them did little 
damage. During an eruption in 1832, a 
number of people were watching the pro- 
gress of the lava when the front of the 
stream was suddenly blown out as by an 
explosion of gunpowder. The red hot mass 
was huried in every direction, and a cloud 
of vapor enveloped everything. Thirty 
six people were killed on the spot and 
twenty survived but a few hours.

It is all rot about a thin sow being 
the best, as many farmers seem to think by 
the way they treat their breedingsows. Give 
the sows a good feed of a variety of mixed 
chopped stuff every evening, mixed with 
warm water, By feeding only in the even- 
ing, they are left hung 
day to make them eat 
etc., during that time. 


For a week or ten days before farrowing, 
feed the sows on soft food only. Whole 
grain is too heating, and besides is unprofit- 
able. The stuff used to most advantage 
is a mixture of oats, peas, barley, corn an 
some flax seed or cotton seed meal, all 
ground together and moistened with water 
some hours before feeding so it will have 
time to swell outside, not inside the 
sow. With such care and feed you will 
have pure healthy pigs, and such as will 
winter over well. Avoid feeding any rich 
greasy slops from the kitchen to the breed- 
ing sows. When the proper time comes, 
give them warm dry quarters well littered 
with cut straw for a farrowing bed.—{Rural

In the British Mint a machine for counting 
bronze coins has been in service some time. 
The machine has four distinct sets of count- 
ing apparatus, each of which can be worked 
independently of the others, and when all 
four are in full work upward of 3,000 pence 
can be counted per minute.

The disappearance beneath the ‘sea of an 
island, long marked on the maps and well 
known to mariners, is avery rare occur- 
rence, Such an event is reported from the 
northwest coast of Australia ina region 
where no white enterprises are carried on, 
and which is rarely visited by ships. A 
German sailing master reports the discovery 
of the mysterious disappearance of Expedi- 
tion Island. The first news was printed in 
the Deutsche Rundschau, and it hee been 
reproduced in the geographical journals of 
Europe.

Look at theexample o 
the Master, and accept His teachings.

Wealthy tn Russa a Year Age, New Livin, 
in Poverty ia Sew Work City. 


Samuel Szatchin, who last year waa a prom- 
inent cloth importer in Moscow, Russia, do- 
ing & biiviness which netted him a profit of 
from $100,000 to $150,000 per annum, is now 
living on the top floor of the tenement No. 
418 Fant 114th atreet, New York. Though 
he is poor he is happy. 

“it is hard for a man. of my years to 
start anew in life,” he said the other day, 
“yet [bless the hour 1 »# on the 
shores of this country, for here | know that 
my life insafe and that my wite and my 
children are considered human beings. In 
Russia where I was wealthy, they were not 
considered worth ae mach aa 

“To tell yoo what we suffered there 
would take years, Iccan only mention in- 
stances. I lived in the holy city of Moscow 
eighteen years. | paid my taxes and bujlt 
up a good business, when suddealy the Czar 
became convinced that the holy city was 
being desecrated by the Hebrews’ presence. 
We were all ordered to leave the city with- 
in one year, Assoonas the ukase had been 
inaued the castomérs of all Hebrew mer- 
chants stepped paying their debta. 

“It was declared by the authorities that 
every Hebrew found in the city after Jan- 
nary 14, 1892, would be considered an out- 
cost and « vagrant, and while a policeman 
would receive three rubles for every thief 
he caught he would receive five for ever 
Hebrew he found. I paid 1,000 rubles to 
the government officials to prolong my time, 
but every policeman who saw me considered 
mea good cow to milk, and I had to pay 
them anything he asked to avoid being ar- 
rested and driven out of the city before I 
could raise enough soy to emigrate, 

“TT will never forget January 14 Jast. 
The five thousand families ordered to be 
out of the city by the evening waited to the 
last minute. It was the coldest I ever ex- 
perienced. The government had given or- 
ders to the cabdrivers to keep their horses 
well blanketed and not to stand them in 
the street longer than five minutes to pre- 
vent them from freezing to death. Now 
listen to what was done See human beings. 
For the fifteen thousand exiles, however, 
who had been driven to the railroad station 
there was no shelter, and the one train on 
which they were to de was not to leave 
until midnight. Members of the nobility, 
wrapped in their costly furs, were driven 
past the station, and calmly looked on 
while women and children by the dozen were 
frozen to death. They heard the wailing 
and the crying, but did not as much as give 
a pitying look. 

** When the train arrived there were only 
five cars and into them the fifteen thousand 

ple tried to crowd, That scene beggars 
escription. People were crushed and 
trampled to death. Ten per cent of the 
crowd managed to get into the train, The 
others were forced to remain and at least 
five hundred froze todeath that night. By 
paying outrageous sums to the policemen 
the others were allowed to stay until next 
day, when two trains arrived and took 
away three thousand, It took until the 
18th for all to get outof the city. Only 
thirteen thousand left the city; two thou- 
sand had died. 

“T could recount many other instances 
of the inhumanity to the Hebrews, but not 
now.”

But 
the steady flow of the Niagara, as the out- 
let of the great American lakes, does not 
vary sufficiently to affect the uniformity of 
the power. 


The New Type of Clernyman. 

A generation ago the soundness of the 
-| clergyman'’s theology, measured by the 

aeadatts of his particular *‘denomination,” 
was the question of most vital concern to 
those who sat under his preaching. The 
chief business of the clergyman then was to 
preach, and his preaching related mainly to 
the presentation and pro tron of exact 
nga — eo sm ed that salva- 
tion itself depend ely u the ac- 
euracy of their belioks, end uotareliy they 
did not like to risk their souls by listening 
Sunday after Sunday to any clergyman 
whose soundness in every detail of theology 
wan not fully certified to them upon expert 
authority. How far this conviction had 
foundation it is not for a secular newspaper 
to say, but it is an observed fact of modern 
life that it has weed given way toa leas 
exacting thought in the popular mind. There 
is far leas concern felt in the pews now than 
@ generation ago for the doctrinal soundness 
vf the clergyman and far more for his other 

ualities of mind and heart. Under this 
changed condition there is going on a mark- 
ed evolution of the minister outof the clergy- 
man, It began perhaps with Charles —— 
ley, who in addition to this “ muscular 
Christianity ” interested himself in political 
economy and social philosophy in the belief 
that he could in that way render the lives 
of the people happier and healthier, and 
that happiness and health were efficient 
means of grace. ‘ Adirondsck ” Murray 
g@ve a strong impstus to the new movement 
in the United States by his declaration in 
the old Park Street pulpit at Boston that 
‘* Christianity is a life, not a creed "—» 
service to man, not a L gigs insurance 
policy of salvation—and by his vigorous 
insistence upon the right of a clergyman to 
lead the life of a map among men, congenial 
to his fellowa and helpful to them and to 
himself. 

Every year the number of men in the pul- 
pit who find their best ministry outside the 
work of doctrinal instruction is increasing. 
There are those who, so far from contenting 
themselves with the delivery of homilies, go 
out into the slums of the cities and sly 
the actual conditions of life there with great- 


y | hearted sympathy and a practical intelli- 


gence. They come back and tell their bet- 
ter-to-do parishioners that the methods 
hitherto followed are radically and hopeless, 
ly wrong; that if men and women who. toil 
and suffer are to be made better they must 
have a practical opportunity to become bet- 
ter. These men recognize the importance 
of the life that now is as well as that of the 
life that is to come. They may or may not 
have the old faith that prayer will be 
answered, but so far as the relief of 
their fellow-creatures from want and 
other evil conditions is. concerned they 
have learned that the surest way’ to 
scoure an answer to prayer is to answer it 
themeelved. In brief, there is an increasing 
number of ministers among clergymen, an 
increasing number of men who concern 
themselves less with systematic teaching 
than with active efforts for the betterment 
of their felldwmen. In the development of 
such a tendency there are many errors com- 
mitted, of course. There are men whose 
zeal outrans their discretion, and who mean- 
ing to do well, in fact do ill. Then there are 
merely self-seeking sensationalists who ex- 
ploit themselves to the hurt of the good 
work done by others. But after making all 
allowances for these, itismanifest thatminis- 
tration is an effective agent for the amelior- 
ation of life and the uplifting of human

| Asin former reports, I have spoken 
repeatedly of the great evils which ac- 
crue from irregular attendance and ab- 
senteeism, to the individual pupil, the 
school and thé community, it is un- 
necessary to say more, at present, than 
to urge teachers, parents, and Trustees 
to make strenuous and persistent efforts 
to minimize an evil than which there is 
no greater obstacle to the advancement 
of our schools. 

Since my last report to you I have 
made special efforts to have a greater 
number of our schools kept open dur- 
ing the whole year. In a number, of 
sections, Trustees and ratepayers have 
responded in a very gratifying manner, 
and I am now able to report that the 
schools of North Hastings were,in 1891, 
open foran average of 194 days, the 
school year containing 216 days, In 
1889, the average was 185 days. But 
for the very liberal aid given to our 
poorer sections by the County Council 
and the Minister of Education, a much 
less creditable report would have to be 
made, 

Asa result of the establishment of

are young, immature, : inexperienced,— 
in many cases mere boys and girls, eag- 
erly looking forward %o the time when 
they willbe ablo to leave the school- 
room for some more remunerative or 
more congenial yocation. To expect 
such, to be alive to the far-reachi in- 
fluences and possibilities of their work, 
to recognize that in their hands is 
placed, to a great extent, the shaping 
of the destinies of their pupils, is folly. 
How many parents recognize the extent 
to which the school absorbs the time 
and attention of their children during 
the most plastic years of their lives, 
how litjle opportunity the home has 
during all these years for moulding 
their characters? The requirements of 
the schools profoundly modify the 
the family life. Did parents under- 
staud these things fully, there would 
be more care take in the selection of 
teachers, and more wise liberalty in re- 
munerating them for their services.

Bears differ in their habits and diaposi- 
tion, but they belong to the same species, 
Some are like hogs in their habits, subsist- 
ing mairly on roots, grass, and berries, 
while others are fond of game. A bear will 
occasionally vary bis diet with a menu of 
fresh fish. I have known them to frequent 
the outlets of lakes, where trout and suck- 
ers congregate in very warm weather to cool 
themselves, and scoop the fish out with 
their ee The hide of the black bear is 
sometimes eight feet in length. The largest 
in our pile this spring measured seven feet. 
six inches. The er way to catch bears is 
with steel traps; it takes a good deal of 
time to construct a deadfall properly, and 
if the bear is very large heis pretty sure to 
escape. I have caught them frequently 
with the marks of the deadfall upon them. 
They are the most valuable fur-bearing ani- 
mals we have except the silver gray fox, 
which is very rare. A -has mach more 
sense than he is generally credited. with.

Last fall Pringle 
caught a beaver in one of his traps, but the 
trap was not properly fastened, and the 
beaver made off with it. In the following 
March Pringle noticed that a fox had dug a 
hole six feet deep through a snowbonk near 
where the beaver was lost. At the bottom 
of the hole the snow was frozen herd, and 
the fox had been unaple to get down any 
deeper. Pringle dng out the hole and found 
his bonter with the trap attached and no 
worse for ita long imprisonment. 

** There are, Theltans, no wolves now in 
New Brunswick, though the deer are com- 
ing in so fast from Maine and the Canadas 
that they may be expected to follow them. 
It is many years since the catamount or 
Indian devil, has been seen in this province, 
Moose and caribou are increasing in num. 
bers. The best time for shooting them is 
the last weeks of September and the first 
weeks of October, during the rutting season. 
The immense antlers which grow on the 
moose in the summer season and d off 
in November are a-great impediment to the 
animal in travelling our foresta.

An Incident of Cyras Field. 


The cheerful and indomitable character of 
the late Cyrus Field is well illustrated in an 
incident related by a correspondent of The 
London Times. Only those, he says, who 
were on the Great Eastern on August 2, 
1865, can have any idea of the ‘‘ shock” 
which the sudden breaking of the Atlantic 
cable that day gave to those who were 
interested in the great undertaking that so 
far had progressed without impediment. Cap- 
tain (now Sir) James Anderson, Mr. Thomp- 
son (now Lord Kelvin), Mr. Varley and the 
staff of electricians, the directors and their 
friends, all on board the great ship in fact, 
were so elated by success and so confident 
of the accomplishment of the work that the 
sudden cessation of the strain on the indica- 
tor and the cry that followed, “‘The cable 
is gone !” produced an effect not short of 
consternation on every one save one man— 
Cyrus Field. He rushed up on deck wnen 
the fatal anouncement reached his ears in 
the saloon, made his way through the silent, 
despairing group astern who were gazing 
into the sea in which thousands of fathoms 
deep their hopes were buried, satistied him- 
self that the cable was broken beyond 
remedy, and then, calmly surveying his 
associates without a trace of agitation on 
his face, said. ‘* Well, it'sso. I must go 
down and prepare a new prospectus im- 
mediately. This thing is to be done,” and he 
stalked quietly back to his cabin, where he 
set to work to write out the proposal for a 
new cable ere the end of the other had well 
settled down in the Atlantic.

Rights of Children. 

Mrs. Kate Douglas has o telling article in 
the August Scribner on the “Rights of 
Children.” Her remarks on the question of 
parental responsibility are ee point- 
ed, and should be thoughtfully read by every 
parent. She says:—‘*The parent whose sole 
answer to criticism or remonstrance is, ‘I 
have a right to do what I like with my own 
child!’ is the only impossible parent. His 
moral integument is too thick to be pierced 
with any shaft, however keen. To him we 
can only say, as Jacques did to Orlando, 
‘God be with you; let’s meet as little as we 
can.’ But most of us dare not take this 
ground. We may not philosophize or form- 
ulate, we may not live upto our theories, 
but we feel in greater or leas degree the res- 
ponsibility of-calling a human being hither, 
and the necessity of guarding and guiding, 
in one way or another, that which owes its 
being tous. We should all — if put to 
the vote that a child hasa right to be well 
born. That was a trenchant speech of 
Henry Ward Beecher on the subject of being 
born again; that if he could be born right 
the first time he'd tske his chances on the 
second. ‘Hereditary rank,’ says Washing- 
ton Irving, ‘may be a srare and a delusion, 
bat hereditary virtue is a patent of innate 
nobility which far outshines the blazonry 
of heraldry.’

The idea of utilizing the electric current 
for lighting, long preceded the invention of 
the telephone, and many notable efforts 
were long ago made in the field of electric 
lighting ; but it was not until the birth of 
the telephone that electric lighting came 
into public favor.

What shall we dan of the future of an art 
which in the pastten years has so firmly 
rooted — as — our civilization ? 
Can we predict for ita proportionate ex- 
pansion in the future ? Win electric light 
replace gas and kerosene oil for ligh 
purposes? These are questions whi 
naturally suggest themselves, and which 
can be answered only in « general way, 
because the advent of some new diseovery 
may change the whole face of matters. 
The cost of —T for rier | 
depends onthe cost of power, 
considerable economy is to be looked 
for in the tranemission and conversion of 
natural forces like Niagara. In obiaining 
power from fuel by means of steam-engines 
u of 90 per cent. is wasted in 
unused heat; while dynamos of two or 
three hundred horse-power capacity can be 
made which will work up to or 95 per 
cont. efficiency. There will be a fur 
loss in transmission say ten cent, for 
ten or fifteen miles, and a similar loss will 
attend its reconversion into mechanical 

wer, and even here we have about 80 

orse-power recovered for every hundred 
expended. If we could devise some means 
of pon fuel with economy ; if the waste 
could be kept down to even 40 or 50 per 
cent, of the energy value of coal, e ty 
would become the almost universal agent in 
the production as well as in the transmis. 
sion of power. Even as it is, the success of 
electric railways, — Bosten, renders — 
it by no means improbable that the steam 
locomotive will be replaced by the electric 
locomotive when the conditions are such aa. 
to warrant it. Water powers may thus be 
rendered available for the operation of fail- 
roads, such as skirt along rivers having a 
sufficient fall, 

Among the comparatively recent appli- 
cations of electricity is that of electric 
metal-working, inalading the welding, shap- | 
ing, and forging ot metal-pieces subjected 
to heating by the passage of large currents 
of electricity. A number of electrical 
plants are also in operation for refinin 
metals ona large scale, This indust 
akin to the older one of electro-depositing, 
or plating from baths, and involves the 
same principles. In the alaminiam industr 
especially, electricity has been used wit 
very considerable economy ; and other little 
known metals, equally difficult of extrile- 
tion by chemical means, may yet submit to 
electrical treatment and prove of consider- 
able economic’importance. Electric current 
is, #o to speak, the most powerful chemical 
agont in existence ; it is already oe 
in this direction, and is destined to 
plied on a larger and scale. Even 
the process of tanning hides it. is claim- 
ed that an electrical current 
through the vats hastens the process to 
@ remarkable degree. Akin to the use 
of electricity in furthering chemical opera- 
tion are the recently reported experiments 
on passing currents through the soil in 
which plants were growing. The reported 
results are that planta so treated developed 
much more rapidly than others similarly 
placed, but not subjected to the current. 
And if electricity be found useful in favor- 
ing the growth of plants, may it not also be 
found useful in destroying insect peste. 
It appears quite fearible to make a netting 
with a warp of fine metal wire and a weft 
of silk threads so that it would electrocute 
a fly or mosquito, or any insect alighting on 
it. go further, it may even be possible so 
to apply electricity as to render it destruc 
tive of disease microbes. But it ia difficult 
to prophesy in a field in which develop- 
ments are so rapid. What is talked of to- 
day is accomplished to-morrow. Enough 
has been seen of present progress to show 
that the industry found thereon is destined 
to — one of the most gigantic in the 
world.
